Escapes—An Awful Accident.

Kansas OCrry, February 29.—The roof of the 


Midland Hotel, an eight-story structure, which

Acitizen of Massachusetts 
mamed Monroe claimed damages for the loss 
of cattle shipped from Boston to Liverpool by 
the Missouri Steamship Company. The com- 
pany insisted on the stipulation exempt- 
ing them from liability in case 
of negligence of the master or 
crew. By the laws of England such 
exemption is valid, but by thelaws of Mags- 
achussetts, itis believed to bevoid. Justice 
Chitty dismissed the claim, holding that the 
stipulation was valid, first, because contracts 
are governed by the law of the flag; secondly, 
because it appeared that the parties con- 
tracted with a view to the law of England.

Martin, the desperate 
debater and fighter for rights, said that the 
Red River Valley Railway would be built, no 
matter at what cost, whether Sir John inter- 
posed or not. 


THE RAILWAY COMMISSIONER’S REPORT. 

OTTawa, Ontario, February 29.—The report 
of the Railway Commisston will be laid before 
Parliament in a few es There is considera- 
ble anxiety among railway men and shippers 
to know what its recommendations are, as it 
is understood that the amended railway act 
will be largely based upon them. The Com- 
mission suggest the abolition of free passes, 
but it is understood that nothing will be done 
in this direction, asa similar provision of the 
interstate commerce bill has proved a failure. 

Sir Richard Cartwright, who was Minister of 
Finance under the Mackenzie administration, 
has given notice of the following resolution: 

RECIPROCITY. 

‘*That it is highly desirable that the largest 
possible freedom of commercial intercourse 
should obtain between the Dominion of Can- 
ada and the United States, and that it is ex- 
pedient that all articles manufacturedé-in, dr 
natural products of, either country should be 
admitted free of. duty into the ports of the 
other articles subject to duties, excise or in- 
ternal revenue alone exempted. That it is 
further expedient that the Government of the 
Dominion should take steps to ascertain on 
what terms and conditions arrangements can 
be effected with the United States for the pur- 
pee of securing full and unrestricted rec- 

procity in trade therewith.’

REQUIREMENTS OF THE NEW ORDINANCE 
TO REGULATE STREET SPRINKLING. 


No Time Will Be Lost in Passing the Law 
Authorized by the New Amendment and 
Inaugurating the General Street-Sprink- 
ling Plan—Better Provision for Super- 
vising the Work—How It Will Be Paid 
For. , 


At the meeting of the Council on next Friday 
evening Counciiman Blakely will introduce 
an ordinance providing for the sprinkling of 
the streets, to be paid for by the levy of a spe- 
cial tax. Under the provisions of the 
charter it will be impossible to 
carry into effect immediately the plan 
of general street-sprinkling, as sanctioned by 
the voters at the election yesterday. In order 
that no more time may be lost than must be 
under the provisions concerning letting of con- 
tracts, etc., City Counselor Bell, Councilman 
Blakely and the members of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements have prepared the ordinance 
to carry the sprinkling amendment into ef- 
fect in advance. This will, be passed 
without delay, and the Board will 
then begin advertising for bids. 
The ordinance will provide that the city shall 
be divided into forty-two sprinkling districts, 
the contracts for sprinkling which shall bs let 
separately, but so far as practicable 
all contracts shall be let at the 
same time. The use of water from 
the fire-plugs shall be given free of charge. 
The Board of Public Improvements shall pre- 
scribe rules and regulations under which the 
fire-plugs. shall be used. Contractors 
shall be responsible for all damage 
done to the plugs, the amounts to be fixed by 
the Water Commissioner and deducted frorm 
any moneys due the contractors for work per- 
formed. In cases where it will mani- 
festly inconvenience the city to allow 
the use of any parcicular plugs 


the Board will be authorized to establish 
sprinkling plugs. Should the bids received be 
considered excessive the Board shall have the 
power to reject any or all bids. 

THE SUPERVISION OF THE WORK. 

The amount of water used and the manner 
of its use, together with the whole work of 
sprinkling, shall be under the control and 
supervision of the Street Commissioner, under 
such rules and regulations as may be pre- 
ecribed by the Board of Public Improvements, 
and approved by the Mayor. 

It further provides that, ‘*To enable the 
Street Commissioner to carry outthe provis- 
ions of this ordinance, he is hereby authorized 
to appoint a superintendent of sprinkling, 
to be approved by the Mayor, who shall re- 
ceive an annual salary of $1,500, payabie 
monthly, and may appolut such inspectors 
as may be necessary, with the ap- 
proval of the Mayor, not to exceed 
sixteen in number, who shell each re- 
ceive for their services $83.33 per month, 
also one clerk at $75 per month. The 
superintendent shall give a bond of $2,500 
for the faithful performance of his duties, 
with two good and sufficient sureties, to be 
approved » the Mayor and Council. The 
superintendent and inspectors shall also per- 
form any service other than is provided inthis 
ordinance, at the pleasure of the Street Com- 
missioner. The superintendent and inspect- 
ors shall furnish their own conveyances, and 
the cost of subsistence and maintenance 
thereof shall, when approved by the Street 
Commissioner, be paid outof the City Treas- 
ury, provided the same shall not exceed for 
each thesum of $20 per month. The super- 
intendent shail remain in the service 
of the city during the entire year, or 
his services may bo dispensed with 
during any period from December to March 15, 
as the Street Commissioner with the approval 
of the Mayor shall determine, and if retained 
he shall perform such service in connection 
with the Street Department as shall be Jesired 
by the Street Commissioner. The inspectors 
above spoken of shall be employed unly from 
March 15 to December 1 in each year.’’ 

PAYING THE PIPER. 

Section 8of the proposed ordinance is as 
follows: ‘‘The cost of the foregoing work 
shall be paid as follows: Theclerical and in- 
specting force rendered necessary by the ex- 
ecution of this ordinance and all other 
expenses, ‘save only the contract 

rice to the contractors for sprink- 

ing, shall be paid and borne by 
the treasury of the city of St. Louis. The 
contract cost of the sprinkling shall be as- 
sessed asa special tax in favor of the city by 
the Presiaent of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments on the adjoining property fronting 
or bordering on the streets or public places 
where the sprinkling is contracted to be 
done in the proportion that the linear 
feet of each lot fronting or bordering on the 
street or pablic place so contracted to be 
sprinkled bears tothe total number of linear 
feet of all proneey, chargeable with the 
special tax aforesaid in the territory embraced 
by the contract under which said sprinkling 
isto be done. Said special tax bills shall be 
made out and certified to the Comptroller by 
the President of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, and by the Comptroller 
delivered to the Collector of the City of St. 
Louis on or before the first Monday in April in 
each year, or as soon thereafter as practica- 
ble. Said special tax bills shall be and be- 
come a lien on the property charged there- 
with from the first Monday in April of the 
— in which tney are issued, and they shall 

e prima facie evidence of the Iability of 
the property charged therewith tothe extent 
and amount therein specified and may be col- 
lected of the owner * the land, 
in the name of and | ‘the City 
of St. Louis as any other claim in any 
court of competent jurisdiction with interest 
at the rate of 10 pér cent per annum from the 
lst day of May in each year, aud if not paid by 
the lst day of Junein each year, then at the 
rate of 15 per cent per annum from the first 
day of A ar a ineach year, and all bills in the 
hands of the Collector, uncollected and un- 
paid on the 2d day of June in each year 
shall be transmitted to the City Counselor for 
collection by suit or otherwise.’ 

Section 9 provides that: ‘‘The contract cost 
of the wprinkling shall be paid monthly out 
of the city treasury to the contractors, sub- 
ject to the terms,specifications and conditions 
contained in each contract respectively and the 
city treasury shall be reimbursed for such 
expenditures by the preceeds of the special 
tax billesaforesaid.’ 

THE SPRINKLING SEASON. 

The lettings under the new ordinance shall 
be made on the passage of the new ordinance, 
and shall embrace so much of the ema 
season of 1838 as is mage ns se Subseque 
lettings shall be made annually ~ or about 
the first Monday in January and shall cover 
the sprinkling season, extending from the léth 
of March to the Ist of December. 

The charter provides that the contracts shall 
be adv ertised a certain n@mber of days before 
accepting the bids. As this cannot be done 
until the ordinance is passed and approved it 
is probable that the genera! sprinkling will not 
be inaugurated before _ Ist of April.

PBINCE’S RECOVERY. 


' Exceedingly Doubtfal If the Royal Sufferer 
Will Live Mere Than a Few Weeks—The 
Bulletins Fairy Tales—German 
Doctors Jeslous of Dr. Mackenzsie—The 
Prince Warned—Barbarous Ruadeness of 
Prince William to His Mother—Social 
and Club Gossip. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, February 29.—I have received a let- 

ter from San Remo 
from an individual 
who is in a position 
to know the real 
truth about th «6 
Crown Prince,from 
which the follow- 
ing passages are 
extracted: ‘'There 
is not the slightest 
hope ofthe Orown 
Prince’s recovery, 
and itis exeeding- 
ly doubtful 
whether he will 
live more than a 
few weeks. The bulletins, which are mere 
fairy tales, are rigorously revised by the Court 
officials, and are no more reliable than the 
famous notification respecting Prince Albert, 
which declared that the fever was unattended 
by unfavorable symptoms, when at that very 
time he was practically a dead man. The 
physicians and surgeons in attendance on the 
Crown Prince are ina state of cruel embar- 
rassment, for they are obliged to give quasi- 
favorable reports to the innumersble cor- 
respondents by whom they are beset. The 
German practitioners are furiously jealous of 
Sir Morell Mackenagie, who, as they well 
know, stayed ‘here solely in compliance with 
the entreaties of the Orown Prince, who seems 
to have regarded him 
as his last earthly 
hope, and the Orown 
Princess fully shares 
her husband’s senti- 
ments. There was a 
difference of bdpinion 
between Sir Morell 
and the Germans, both 
as tothe precise form 
of pipe which had to 
be placed in the 
Prince’s throat after Prince William of Prussia 
the operation, and also as to his treatment, 
and the events have justified the views of the 
Hnglish specialist on both pointe, The fact is 
that it would be infinitely better for the patient 
if he were confided entirely to Sir Morell 
Mackenzie, and this is what he himself would 
desire. 
BUT GERMAN SUSOEPTIBILITIES 
must not be wounded and it may be doubted 
if Sir Morell would now undertake the sole 
charge of the case, as when the end comes the 
fatal issue would of course be attribatéed to 
British blundering. But even Prot. Bergmann 
and his colleagues have been struck with ad- 
miration at the almost supernatural dexterity 
with which Sir Morell manipulates the interior 
of the throat, and during the present week he 
has succeeded in removing some obstruction 
which was threatening to suffocate the Crown 
Prince in one of his severe fits of coughing 
and by doing so saved the life of the patient. 
With all their skill the German surgeons are 
quite incapable of such work. 
THE PRINCH WORRIED. 

‘*The Crown Prince is greatly worried about 
his private affairs, and Lam sorry to have to 
confirm the unfavorable reports concerning 
Prince William ‘which recently have been 
current. He has practically refused to facili- 
tate the arrangements which his father is de- 
sirous of oarrying out. To appreciate the 
importance of his attitude it is necessary to 
understand that the Emperor William is now 
ina state of senile dementia, and he, Prince 
William, has behaved with perfeotly barba- 
rous rudeness to his mother.’’

The Queen has ordered an etching of Frans 
Von Lembach’s new and admirable portrait of 
Emperor William. The Prinoe of Wales is 
expected to arrive at Marlborough House on 
Monday next from Oannes.

vey to his own ohild the iot in 
uestion, By thisan entire conveyance was 
ntended, a conveyance of the entire title and 
estate in the iand. 

The conveyance by Dr.Case to his daughter, 
however, was only a conveyance of a life es- 
tate with a limited wer of sale under 
ertain conditions. it was not a eon- 
veyance of the entire fee and estate of Dr.Case 
in the land. Until Dr. Case has a con- 
veyance of the whole estate to his daughter 
fu rd complied with the contract between him 
and Dr. Cherbonnier the contract of the 
latter cannot be enforoed specifically against 
bim. It follows thatthe son cannot recover 
on the facts as now existing. 


The Hatzenburger Divorce.

Does the statute of limitations 
begin to run, in relation to withholding, from 
the date on which the crime was committea, 
or from the time of the discovery of the facts 
in the case?’’ 

Foreman Haven said that one of the Grand- 
jurors wished for further information as to the 


meaning of the word ‘‘withholding’’ in the 
section of the penal code, under which the 
complaint is made. The section makes the 
secreting, withhoiding or appropriation of 
trust fundsa felony punishable a im prison- 
ment for several years anda fine which might 
al the amount appropriated. 
udge Cowing said: ‘‘Withholding is fm- 
plied when some act is done indicating an in- 
tention to misappropriate.’’ Judge Cowing 
said that he could not advise the jury as to 
any particular state of facts, but could only 
declare the general principles of law. The 
jury then retired. 
Russell Sage took the reported news of the 
’s decision as calmly as he would rake in 
,000 from a favorable turn in the market. 
esaid: ‘‘lam not atallsurprised. Indeed, 
no other result was to have been expected. I 
understand that the vote was 18to 5. The de- 
cision came in a measure, I understand, from 
Judge Cowing’s views. It was eminently 
og ao thatany complicated iegal phase of 
he matter should be presented to him. Yet 
the matter, as awhoie, was perfectly clear. 
I had no more responsibility inthe case than 
I should have if 1 had boughta hundred shares 
of stock. The strange thing about this is that 
the cry bas been raised that certain bond- 
holders were injured, when I myself have 
been one of the heaviest holders of the bonds 
and continue so to-day.’’ 
Mr. Sage expressed his entire satisfaction 
with the way Col. Fellows has handled the 
case. It is now known that Jay Gould reached 
Gibraltar in his yacht last Thursday. From 
dispatches received by him before that he had 
expected that when he reached Gibraltar he 
would hear of the disposition of the case by 
the Grand-jury, but he was disappointed, and 
so he has been waiting at that point to receive 
tidings of what was going on thousands of 
miles away in the City Hull Square. As soon 
as the probable result of the Grand-jury’s de- 
liberations was received yesterday a message 
was sent to Mr. Gould. 
The complaint against Gould and Sage has 
been dismissed. 


CAPTURED AT LAST. 


W.L. Beason, the Murderer of Miss Genie 
Watkins, Under Arrest. 


By Telegraph to the POst-DISPATCH. 

GAINESVILLE, Tex:, February 29.—The peo- 
ple here are running wild with excitement over 
the news just received of the arrest of W.L. 
Beason at Meridian, Miss., the  re- 
ported murderer of Miss Genie Watkins, 
and the murderous assailant of Miss Mamie 
Bostick, which eccurred in this city on the 
night of July 12 last, which will be reealled by 
the public as one of the most dia- 
bolical crimes ever committed in Texas. 
A large number of parties charged with this 
crime have been arrested, but all have been 
released without being prosecuted. Who 
the murderer is has been the mys- 
tery which the officers have been 
trying to solve for many months, and it seems 
that S. M. Farmer, City Marshal of Fort 
Worth, has at last fixed the crime upon the 
proper party. Mr. Farmer is in this city 
now, and in an Interview with him 
toeday he assured the POSsT-DISPATCH corre- 
spondent that he has the right man. Beason 
has asister livinginthis city with whom he 
was stopping at the time the crime 
was committed. The prisoner will ar- 
rive at Fort Worth to-day in charge 
of Officer Evans of that goity, a secret- 
service worker of Marshal Farmer's. The 
latter has been here several days working up 
the evidence against Beason, and will likely 


remain to meet his deputy, who will arrive 
here to-morrow with the prisoner. 


THE ORIME. 

A brief history of the crime is as follows: 
About midnight, July 12, 1887, Miss Mamie 
Bostick of Gainesville and her friend, Miss 
Genie Watkins of Dallas, retired. About 2 
o’clock Mrs. Bostwick was awakened by the 
noise of a struggie in the young ladies’ room. 
Upon entering the room she found Miss Wat- 
kins and her daughter weltering in 
their biood. Miss atkins was struck 
over the right eye with sqme 

instrument, generally believed to 
a hatchet. The instrument penetrated 
both frontal bones, the gash extending almost 
acfoss the forehead. The right eye was driven 
from its socket end was lying oa her cheek,and 
one arm was fearfully lacerated. There was 
evidence ofaterrible struggie. Miss Bostick 
was wounded by the same instrument, re- 
ceiving one blow on the right temple, 
another under the right eye and a 
third completely cuttin the upper lip 
intwo. Miss Watkins died on the 15th and 
never spoke after being hit. Miss Bostick 
finally recovered, but could throw no 
light on the crime. A number of arrests 
were made, but in each case it was found in- 
nocent parties had been apprehended. Heavy 
rewards were offered and the officers of 
the entire State were on the alert. 
The crime shocked the people of the whole 
country. The men of Gainesville did all in 
their power to bring the guilty one to justice 
but all efforts were futile.

THE CHICAGO TRAGEDY. 


Zeph Davis Admits Killing Maggie Gaughan 
~—A Bruate’s Story. 


CurcaGo, Ill., February 29.—Zeph Davis, the 
young. mulatto who murdered 15-year-old 
Maggie Gaughan, Monday morning, was 
brought back from Forest, Ill., where he was 
captured. He confessed the murder, Dut de- 
nied having criminally assaulted the girl. He 
sayshe was alone inthestore when Maggie 
came in Monday morning. After she had 
stood by the stove some time he told her to go 
to work. Some words passed between them, 
and, becoming angered, he picked up a 
hatchet with which he had been splitting wood 
and threw it at her. | 

**l was not ¥v close to her,’’ continued 
Davis, ‘‘and hit her, glancing, cutting her 
forehead and hand, which she had thrown 
up. Then she began to strike at me and 
fought me with her nails. I hit her in on 
the head, and she then ran toward the little 
closet, i following her. There was a pail 
standing in the closet and she picked it up and 
threw it at me. That made me madder than 
ever andl hit her again andagain over the 
head with the hatchet. She then fell 
dead on the floor and 
was d ° frightened 
continued the murderer, 
kicked ner body into the farthest corner of 
the closet. Ithen went in next door and got 
.gsome warm water in which I washed the 
biood off my hands. WhenIwent back to 
the shop, Douglass Stark, a colored boy, came 
in through the back door and I asked him to 
help me carry the bags of leather into the 
closet. He wanted to know whatI was doing 
that for, but I did nottell him. [I covered her 
body all up with the bags and by this time the 
other girls came in to work.’’ 

‘*‘What was your object in covering up the 
body with the sacks of leather?’’ 

‘*Well, I wanted to hide it until night, then 
I was going to draw what money was due me 
and leave town. When I heard Mr. Greene 
say that he intended to order some coal, I 
became frightened, for I knew it would be put 
in the closet, and the body would be found. I 
was afraid to leave the shop for dinner, and 
when Mr. Greene sent me on an errand, I 
thought I could get back before her body was 
discovered. hen coming back I saw the 
patrol w n and a crowd in front of the 
door, and knew the body had been found. I 
hid untilevening andthen got on a freight 
train and rode to Forest, where they caught 
me.’ 

During his recital of the story of his horrible 
crime, Davis preserved a stolid countenance 
and not onoe did he express a feeling of regret 
for his fendish work. His only anxiety ap- 

earéd to be for the future, and several times 

e asked what punishment could be meted out 
to him for his crime. Before being iocked up 
he said again and again that he h not crim- 
inally assaulted his victim, and he had killed 
her because her refusal to go to work had 
made him mad. Davis claims to be but 17 
years of age, but he appears to be two or three 
years older.

The cause 
of the long conference was that the 
company was tryin to arrange the 
differences on a mileage basis, but 
owing tothe different rates on the various 
divisions no satisfactory conclusion was 
reached. The employes will meet either at 
Crestline or Alliance to decide whether to ac- 
cept the terms or not.

showing the increase or decrease of valuation 
of the several counties, as compared with the 
assessments of 1886 far its taxes of 1887. No re- 
turns have been received from’ Adair, Cape 
Girardeau ,Scotland, Stone, Vernon and Wright 
Counties and the city of St. Louls. Assuming 
that they will atleast return as great an as- 
sessment as in 1886, the total taxable wealth of 
the State will reach $781 ,394,730, or an increase 
over the previous assessment of $81,458,484, 
But the city of 8t.

SOME STARTLING STATEMENTS FOR THE 
DEVOTEES OF THESE BEVERAGES.

A Grain of Mocha Coffee Never Came to 
America, Although Everybody Thinks He 
Had Mocha for Breakfast This Morning— 
The Chinese the Most Fastidious Tea 
Buyers—The Greatest Tea-Drinkers 
Never Use Sugar, and Cream Is Censid 
ered an Abomination by the Tea Epicure. 


Alfred F. Harbridge, a large tea and coffee 
dealer of New York, arrived in the city yester- 
day, and is at the Southern. To a Posr- 
DISPATOH reporter Mr. Harbridge said: ‘‘We, 
who understand the coffee business, are often 
amused at the false impressions under which 
the. public labor In regard to that berry. 
There is always a great demand for Mocha, 
which isthe highest priced, but which any 
large exrocery store supplies in such 
quantities as may be required. I wonder 
if those who boast that they drink only 
Mocha are aware of the fact that they never 
in their lives drank a- drop of Mocha. In fact 
it may be said that, except a few royal per- 
sonages, no European nor America, who has 
not visited Turkey, Persia or Arabia, has ever 
tasted this coffee.I know of nonatural product 
which Is so carefully guarded, or which is so 
exciusively used at home. The Arab chiefs of 
the coffee-growing districts get the best ber- 
ries, which are carefully chosen; the richer 
men buy the second choice, while a third 
quality is used by thecommon people. This 
uses up about haif the annual crop. 
The greater part of what is leit is sent 
to Persia, while the small .residue 
goes to Asia Minor, a few broken and green 


berriés finding their way to Constantinople, 
west of which city not a pound can be bought 
anywhere. On several occasions Arabian and 
Persian potentates have sent presents of this 
coffee to European monarchs, but Vanderbilt 
himself could not buy a pound of it west of the 
Mediterranean. The coffee sold all over Europe 
and America as Mocha exceeds a hundredfold 
in amount the entiré Arabian crop, and con- 
sists principally of choice Java berries, 
although in this country the best varieties of 
South American coffee often masquerade un- 
der the name of Mocna. 
TEA THAT IS TEA. 

‘*As regards tea,’’ said Mr. Harbridgé, ‘‘the 
same state of affairs exists, although there is 
no particular growth that is acknowledged 
as far superior to all others as in 
the case of coffee. The best of the Chinese tea 
is used by the Mandarins, who pay what is 
eguivaient to $40 a pound, ina country where 
everything is cheap. After all these have 
been supplied, the best of the crop is sent 
westward, the tea caravans extendingin an 
almost unbroken line from China to Russia. 
Russia gets only the fourth or fifth quality, but 
the best tea of that country is far superior 
to anything seen in Western Europe or Amer- 
ica. The Chinese in this country drink better 
tea than any Americans, as the six companies 

upply them with avery fair quality, costin 
rom $7 to $10a pound. What is usually drun 
in this country, even the best, isthe poorest 
and cheapest variety, and would be scorned 
b the most wretched day ilaporer 
of Pekin or Shanghai. Neither the 
Chinese nor the Kussians, the latter 
being the greatest tea-drinkers in Europe, 
ever pnt sugar in their tea, and cream isre- 
i by them as an abomination, Neither 

uropeans nor Americans know anythin 
about what tea or coffee really is, and wha 
they regard asa great delicacy would be looked 
upon with scorn by the poorest Chinese or 
Arabian.’’
